direction of the Attorney- General, is making favorable prog- 
ress. 

Deduct the tax against the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany from the balance of uncollected taxes before given, and 
it leaves to collect $24,673.72. 

Pursuant to chapter 349, section 9, Acts of 1888, I issued 
Dec. 12, 1888, certificates of debts, in the name and behalf 
of the Commonwealth, to the amount of five hundred thou- 
sand dollars, redeemable on the first day of July, 1901 ; 
said scrip bearing interest at the rate of three per cent, per 
annum, from Jan. 1, 1889, interest payable semi-annually 
on the first days of January and July in each year at the 
office of the Treasurer in Boston. 

This scrip was sold at 104.76, paying a premium of 
$23,800, which brings the net interest to two and fifty-six 
one hundredths per cent, per annum. 

Pursuant to chapter 384, section 6, Acts of 1888, I issued 
on the eleventh and twelfth of January, 1889, registered 
bonds of the Commonwealth, designated as "Armory Loan," 
to the amount of eight hundred and fifteen thousand dollars, 
redeemable on the first day of September, 1918 ; said scrip 
bearing interest at the rate of three per cent, per annum 
from Sept. 1, 1888; interest payable semi-annually on the 
first days of March and September in each year at the office 
of the Treasurer in Boston. { 

This scrip was sold as follows : — 

$215,000, .... at 109 \ and accrued interest.

Realizing a premium of $72,925. 
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The net interest to the Commonwealth on this loan is two 
and nine-sixteenths per cent, per annum. 

Town of Williamstown Bonds. 

Referring to my report of 1887 for a statement of the 
case in regard to the town of Williamstown bonds, I have 
to say that suits are in progress for the collection of the 
coupQns on said bonds, and the result will determine as to 
the validity of the bonds upon which the town has de- 
faulted. 

The Commonwealth held bonds of the town of Adams, 
issued under precisely the same circumstances and condi- 
tions as those in question, issued by the town of Williams- 
town, as follows : — 

In the School Fund, $40,700 

Troy and Greenfield Railroad Loan Sinking 

Fund, 9,900 

$50,600 

The interest and principal of the town of Adams bonds 
were promptly paid when due, with no attempt to evade or 
to repudiate the liability of the town. 

This is in marked contrast to the course of the town of 
Williamstown, which now, through the active efforts of the 
surviving members of the original committee, entrusted by 
the town with full powers to determine as to the fulfilment of 
conditions embodied in the vote to issue the bonds, and who 
signed the bonds, seeks to avoid payment, on the plea that 
these agents exceeded their powers and perpetrated a fraud 
alike upon the town and the innocent holders of the bonds. 

Rent of Southern Vermont Railroad. 

In my last report I stated that the Troy & Boston Railroad 
Company had paid no rent for the Southern Vermont Rail- 
road since May 1, 1883. - 

I have now to state that no rent has been paid by the 
Fitchburg Railroad Company since it came into possession 
of the Southern Vermont Railroad through consolidation 
with the Troy & Boston. The claim is now in the hands of

the Attorney-General, who has commenced suit to enforce 
payment of the rent. 

Unclaimed Deposits in Savings Banks. 

Last year, in my report, your attention was called to the 
large amount of deposits in savings banks unclaimed for 
twenty years, and depositors of the same unknown to the 
banks holding such deposits, or known to be dead. 

All estates, in default of heirs, escheat to the Common- 
wealth, and therefore it is evident that the State has a large 
interest in these deposits. 

I again suggest for your consideration legislation looking 
to the payment of such deposits into the Treasury of the 
Commonwealth, to be held for the depositors, if ever claimed, 
and, so far as may be, to be administered upon as intestate 
estates, which, in default of heirs, would escheat to the 
Commonwealth. 

I respectfully recommend that the salary of the paying 
teller in this department be made equal to the salaries of the 
receiving teller, the third clerk and the fund clerk, as the work 
of the paying teller is fully equal to that of the others men- 
tioned ; and I also earnestly recommend that the salaries of 
all the clerks named above be made at least fifteen hundred 
dollars per annum. They are all experienced and capable, 
and give faithful attention to their duties, and fully deserve 
the salary recommended. 

Detailed statements of revenue and fund transactions, the 
condition of the several funds, and amounts unpaid on war- 
rant and interest accounts, are appended.
